July  18,  1938 — Douglas  (Wrong-Way)  Corrigan  arrived

July  23,  1949 — Defense  Secretary  signs  final  order  mak- 
ing Air  Force  fully  Independent  of  the  Army. 


VIOLATIONS 

Recent  action  by  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission 
resulted  in  two  pilots  paying  fines  for  flying  in  a manner 
dangerous  to  persons  and  property. 

Pilot  Clinton  Houck  of  Missoula  pleaded  guilly  before 
Justice  of  the  Peace  Durfee  at  Drummond  and  was  fined 
$50.00  for  two  counts.  One  charge  for  Hying  low  over  Drum- 
mond and  the  other  charge  for  not  being  currently  registered 
with  the  office  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission. 

Recent  action  was  taken  in  Kallspell  wherein  pilot 
Roger  V.  Stevens  of  Great  Falls  was  charged  with  flying 
low  over  West  Glacier.  Stevens  appeared  before  Justice  of 
the  Peace  Madson  at  Kalispell  and  pleaded  guilty  and  was 
fined  $25.00  and  given  a 30  days  suspended  sentence. 

Inddently,  the  Superintendent  of  Glocer  Pork  advised 
the  director  that  the  minimum  altitude  for  flying  over  the 
Pork  is  2,000  feet. 

The  action  In  this  case  followed  a complolnl  by  the 
superintendent  of  Glacier  National  Park.

AIRPORT  TRAFnC  PATTERN 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  this  diagram  of  a standard  oirTSorl  traific  pattern. 

There  has  been  an  increasing  number  of  accidents  due  to  collision  of  aircraft  in  the  vicinity  of  airports  and  on  airport 
runways  ond  it  has  been  noted  that  more  and  more  pilots  are  becoming  careless  in  their  technique  of  approaching  airports. 

This  diagram  is  printed  to  fomUlarize  you  with  the  standard  traffic  pattern  and  it  Is  recommended  that  you  use  this 
pattern  on  approaches  to  all  airports  unless  the  airport  regulotlons  specify  otherwise. 

It  is  common  practice  to  enter  the  pattern  on  the  down  wind  leg  at  a 45  degree  angle  and  depart  from  the  pattern  at  a 
45  degree  angle  oiler  making  the  first  90  degree  turn  upon  leaving  the  airport.

Th9  Border  Alrporl  at  Noonan,  North  Dakota  oilera  ox 
pediied  U.  S.-Canadlan  croeslna*  for  prtvole  aircraft  ownere. 
The  Border  Airport  is  adjacent  to  the  Canadian  Line.  A 
matter  of  fact  the  end  of  the  N S runway  Is  adlacent  to  the 
Canadian  Boundary.  Full  time  U.  S.  Customs  and  Immiora’ 
tlon  personnel  Is  maintained  on  the  airport  property  adfoin- 
ina  the  runways. 

The  primary  fob  of  Customs  and  Immiaratton  personnel 
Is  to  handle  automotive  Irafllc  on  N.  Dak.  Highway  No.  40 
crosslno  into  Canada.  Two  enterprisin?  local  pilots.  George 
Koeteck  and  John  Fagerland  Jointly  operate  the  small  air- 
port which  has  a N-S  runwoy  2.600  x 50  ft.  and  an  E W run- 
way of  2.600  X 50  ft. 

Clearing  from  Canada  to  the  U.  S. — The  Conadlan  Cus- 
toms and  Immigration  Station  handling  highway  traffic  is 
situated  about  two  blocks  from  the  Border  Airport.  Until 
recently  Canadian  Customs  oificlats  wore  not  permitted  to 
clear  U.  S.  aircraft  on  American  soil.  Through  special  or 
rongements  this  hat  been  changed  and  now  It  is  poulbte 
to  land  at  Border  Alrporl  and  door  with  bolh  the  Conodi.^.'i 
and  U.  S.  Customs  m a one  stop  operation  on  U.  S.  soli,  pro- 
viding, oi  course,  that  a flight  plan  has  been  filed  at  a 
Canadian  Air  Transport  Communications  Slallon--ln  case 
you  ore  flying  from  Canada  to  the  U.  S..  and  provided  that 
the  pilot  telephones  Ihe  Canadian  Customs  Oliice  from  Es- 
tevan,  who  will  in  turn,  upon  request,  notify  the  U.  S.  Cus- 
toms and  fmmlgration  Office  al  Border  AlnMit.  Remember 
the  two  services  are  only  separated  by  two  blocks  and 
Estevon  :s  only  ten  miles  from  the  inspection  point.  The 
telephone  call  in  this  instance  is  local  and  thus  very  inex- 
pensive. 

Flying  from  the  U.  S.  to  Canada — Due  to  Ihe  fact  that 
Border  Alrporl  is  located  on  U.  S.  soli,  it  Is  not  necessary  to 
call  Canadian  Customs  by  long  distance  telephone  in  ad- 
vance of  arrival  since  Ihe  pilot  merely  lands  at  Border  Air- 
port. (on  U.  S.  soil)  walks  100  feet  to  the  U.  S.  Customs  Office 
and  uses  their  local  interoffice  phone  to  call  the  Canadian 
Customs  two  blocks  from  the  Airport.  Canadian  Customs 
officials  drive  over  the  border  and  handle  the  cleoronce  per- 
mits for  Canadian  entry  at  a U.  S.  airport.  No  flight  plan  is 
required  for  flights  into  Canada,  providing  flight  is  conducted 
below  4,000  feet, 

The  U.  S.  Customs  officiols  require  the  pilot  to  Itll  out  a 
"Notice  ol  Temporary  Sojourn"  before  leaving  the  United 
Stales.  This  may  be  done  at  Border  airport  or  may  be 
handled  by  mall  in  advance  if  so  desired. 

Flying  from  Canada  to  U.  S.  Flight  Plan  Req\tired~A 
llight  plan  is  required  when  flying  from  Ckmada  to  the 
United  Stales  but  not  required  from  Ihe  U.  S.  to  Canada.  In 
Ihe  cose  of  returning  from  Cxinada  through  Noonan  Border 
Airport,  a flight  plan  may  be  filed  at  Estevon.  Canada  which 
Is  only  ten  miles  north  of  Border  Airport.  By  instructing  the 
Estevon  Tower  that  you  want  the  flight  plan  closed  when  he 
sees  you  land  at  Border  Airport — there  will  be  no  need  to 
call  a CAA  radio  facility  to  get  this  done.  (Note;  Thef'  ^ 
CAA  Communication  facility  at  Noonan  Airport) 

Tv.-c  way  radio  is  required  in  the  aircraft  when  flying 
from  Conndo  tn  ihr  United  Slates 

Sunday  Overtime  Charges — On  Sundays  and  holidays. 
Ihe  U.  S.  Customs  at  Border  airport  charge  $4.76  for  aircraft 
clearance  whu  li  in  effect  pays  tor  overtime  for  one  hour. 
In  other  words,  several  oirr^t  could  clear  at  the  some  lime 
and  the  overtime  charge  would  total  $4  76  which  is  pay- 
ment lor  a given  interval  of  time,  namely,  one  hour.  During 
regular  hours,  other  than  holidays,  there  Is  no  charge. 

Activity— -During  Ihe  lirst  three  weeks  in  )une--U.  S. 
Customs  and  Immigration  at  Border  Airport  cleared  44  air- 
planes lor  Canadian  entry  and  return,  and  13  aircraft  for 
export  to  Canada.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  13  ex- 
port aircraft  were  light  planes  equipped  lor  aerial  crop 
spraying  and  dusting.  It  is  also  interesting  to  know  that 
one  of  the  U S.  Customs  and  Immigration  officials  at  Noonan 
Is  a pilot  and  olrcralt  owner. 

Olficial  Port  of  Entry — Noonan  Customs  Station  is  not 
an  oUiciol  Port  of  Entry  for  aircraft,  since  it  has  never  been 
designated.  The  official  Ports  of  Entry  in  North  Dakota  are 
as  follows;  Pori  O'Minol,  Grand  Forks  Inlemattonol  Air- 
port, Fort  Pembina  Airport,  and  Portal  Airport.— North  Da-

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WARNING  TO  PILOTS 

Your  attention  ts  Invited  to  a recent  incident  wherein 
a Tnmotor  Ford  operated  by  the  Johnson  Flying  Servir.--  ci 
Missoula  on  crop  spraying  operations  collided  with  a cable 
above  o power  Hire  resulting  in  death  to  both  members  ol 
the  crew  and  demolition  of  the  airplane 

Before  this  tnetdent  there  were  proboroly  very  few  pilots 
in  Montana  who  knew  ol  static  lines,  above  power  lines,  to 
prevent  the  lines  from  being  hit  by  lightning. 

This  static  line  was  stretched  from  the  Up  ol  the  canyon 
to  the  bottom.  It  is  reported  ihot  this  coble  at  one  '*tni 
was  about  170  feet  above  the  power  line.  The  airplan-  was 
spraying  for  spruce-  bud  worm  on  a Forest  Servlc : • jnlrocl 
and  it  Is  probable  that  Ihe  pilot  could  that  he  wac  clear- 
ing the  power  line  by  an  ample  margin.  The  cable  was 
fouled  on  the  tall  of  the  airplane  and  resulted  In  the  wreck- 
ing ol  the  airplane  In  an  attempted  forced  landing  In  the 
vicinity  of  Basin,  Montana. 

With  the  development  of  power  and  the  construction 
of  glgontlc  transmission  lines  a situation  has  been  erected 
which  make*  tl  hatordous  to  fly  oircrolt  In  rtvor  valloys  ' ' 
In  canyons  in  the  mounloln  oreos.  It  is  the  common  pracUcc 
ol  power  line  construction  to  swing  the  lines  ocrer'’  the 
canyon  wherever  feasible  and  in  some  coses  these  lines  are 
marked.  Construction  of  this  type  has  been  noted  In  the 
Missoula  nver  valley  in  the  vicinity  of  Nimrod  between 
Missoula  and  Drummond  and  there  are  several  other  points 
in  the  slate  where  power  lines  have  recently  been  strung 
across  canyons. 

If  you  are  flying  In  conditions  of  poor  visibility  »t  is 
suggested  that  you  keep  In  mind  Ihe  possibility  of  power 
lines  or  static  lines  which  may  be  a hazard  to  your  oirplcme 
at  low  altitude.  It  Is  suggested  that  you  ol^rve  power 
line  routes  and  construction  during  limes  of  good  visibility 
to  iamittorlze  yourself  with  these  lines  in  hazoidous  lo- 
cations. 

USAF  CADETS  NOW  RECEIVE  HRST 
25  HOURS  IN  PIPERS 

Over  300  Piper  PA-18-Ts  have  been  delivered  recently 
to  U.  S.  Air  Force  flying  schools  and  will  be  used  for  the 
initial  flight  training  ol  Air  Force  cadets.  The  new  Air 
Force  trainers  are  standard  Piper  Super  Cubs  equipped  with 
Lycoming  105  horsepower  engines 

Starting  in  mid-February  new  cadets  undertaking  flight 
training  will  get  their  first  25  hour::  of  flight  instruction  in 
the  Pipers  before  graduating  to  the  650  horsepower  T-6 
trainers.  Previously  cadets  started  their  flight  training  and 
soloed  in  the  heavier  T-6's  which  were  used  In  World  War 
II  as  advanced  trainers  lor  fighter  pilots. 

Adoption  of  Pipers  for  the  initial  training  is  expected  to 
effect  great  economies  in  the  initial  stages  ol  flying.  It  Is 
also  believed  by  close  observers  that  students  will  show  con- 
siderably greater  progress,  with  less  elimlnotions,  by  starling 
their  training  in  oircroft  simpler  than  the  intricate  T-6  oir- 
plane.-  -Piper  Pilot 


CESSNA.  GOODYEAR  DEVELOP  V-BELT 
PROP  DRIVE  SYSTEM 

A new  propeller  V-bell  system  developed  by  Cessna 
Aircraft  Co.  and  Goodyear  Tire  and  Rubber  Co.  has  com- 
pleted 1,000  hours  of  service  testing  on  a Cessna  170.  The 
system  was  Installed  on  a Continental  C-145  senes  lour 
engine,  and  a 92  inch  diameter.  70  degree-pilch  modified 
McCauley  propeller  was  used.  A 12%  increas  .•  in  rale  of 
climb,  reduced  vibration,  lower  noise  level,  and  greater 
propeller  oliiciency  ore  claimed. 

CAA  type  certificate  has  been  issued  to  Continental, 
and  participants  agree  that  specific  engine  and  propeller 
should  be  developed  to  utilize  the  V-belt  drive,  which  prob- 
ably would  be  incorporated  tn  a specific  Cessna  plane 
model.
